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‘Community  service’ 
new  theme  of  Y-Day 


Once  upon  a time,  punishment  for 
the  student  who  didn’t  participate 
included  painting  an  iodine  “Y”  from 
the  offender’s  forehead  down  to  the 
tip  of  his  nose,  cutting  his  hair,  and 
tossing  him  into  the  botany  pond. 

Things  have  changed,  though,  since 
that  first  Y-Day  in  1906,  according  to 
Cam  Caldwell,  ASBYU  vice  president 
of  Student  Relations  and  Chairman  of 
the  1971  Y-Community  Day. 

“Y-Day,  which  falls  on  May  8,  has  a 
new  image  this  year,”  he  said.  “It  will 
be  like  a giant  Santaquin  Day  with 
Provo  and  Orem  townspeople  involved 
in  the  projects.  This  will  be  a different 
opportunity  for  BYU  students  to  be 
involved  with  local  people  in  a 
community  project.” 

“But,  we  need  everyone’s  help  on 
this,”  added  Caldwell.  Toward  this 
end,  all  ward  and  stake  Y-Day  captains 
are  to  meet  tomorrow  at  8 p.m.  in  the 
East  dining  room  of  Cannon  Center.  If 
the  captain  is  unable  to  attend,  a ward 
representative  is  expected. 

Approximately  six  to  eight  thousand 
BYU  students,  with  state,  county,  and 
local  cooperation,  will  plan,  administer 
and  supply  the  labor  for  this 
Provo-Orem  community  service 
project  this  year. 

The  project  has  four  major 
objectives,  said  Caldwell.  One  is  to 
provide  BYU  students  “with  an 
opportunity  to  actively  contribute  to 
the  betterment  and  beautification  of 
the  Provo-Orem  community.”  As  part 
of  the  “new  image,”  the  committee 


hopes  to  “professionalize  and  increase 
the  effectiveness  of  the  BYU  students’ 
contribution  to  society  on  Y-Day.” 

“In  the  past,  the  community  has 
more  or  less  looked  on  Y-Day  as 
something  BYU  students  did  and  thus 
it  never  really  became  the  community 
project  that  it  could  have,”  Caldwell 
added. 

Other  objectives  are  to  provide  an 
“in-service  training  model  for  students 
to  apply  their  academic  background  in 
a realistic  environment”  and  to 
provide  a “leadership  experience  for  a 
great  number  of  students.”  A few 
students  will  receive  academic  credit 
for  their  work  on  this  project. 

Melvin  Jones  and  Albert  Haines, 
chairmen  of  Material  & Supply  and 
Surveying  & Job  Division,  respectively, 
reported  that  caterpillars  and  other 
heavy  equipment  have  been 
commissioned  for  Y-Community  Day 
with  the  assistance  of  city  and  county 
governments,  the  U.S.  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Dept.,  and  the 
BYU  Physical  Plant  this  year. 

Projects  will  include  painting, 
repairing,  and  general  cleanup  work  at 
the  Utah  County  Youth  Home, 
American  Fork  Training  School,  Utah 
State  Mental  Hospital,  the  Utah  Valley 
Hospital,  and  over  50  homes  of  the 
handicapped  and  elderly. 

In  additional,  junk  cars  will  be 
hauled  away,  old  barns  demolished, 
and  extensive  work  will  be  done  in 
Orem  Park  and  the  parks  in  Provo  ’ 
Canyon. 


Harvey  Fletcher,  Sr.,  Tracy  Hall, 
Raymond  E.  Beckham  and  J.  Elliot 
Cameron  will  also  be  recognized  with 
“Outstanding  Manhood  Awards”  in  the 
assembly  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse.

Born  in  Salt  Lake  City,  he  received  B.A., 
M.A.  and  L.L.D,  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Utah. 

Broadcasting  and  writing  add  to  an 
intense  life  of  church,  business  and  civic 
affairs.  He  served  as  president  of  Rotary 
International,  and  currently  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  Rotary  International 
Foundation. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  BYU,  and  of  the  Utah  State  Board  of 
Higher  Education,  and  a director  of  many 
business  and  financial  enterprises. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Alice 
Thornley,  are  the  parents  of  four  sons. 

DR.  HARVEY  FLETCHER,  a native  of 
Provo,  is  a distinguished  scientist  and 
engineer  and  noted  for  his  trail  blazing 
investigation  of  the  nature  of  speech  and 
hearing.  After  graduating  from  BYU  in 
1907,  he  continued  his  studies  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  where,  with  Robert 
A.  Millikan,  he  conducted  research  which 
contributed  greatly  to  the  field  of 
electronics  which  eventually  led  to  the  - 
development  of  the  radio  and  television 
industry. 

DR.  H.  TRACY  HALL,  professor  of 
chemistry  at  BYU,  is  the  first  man  ever  to 
produce  artificial  diamonds  in  the 
laboratory.  His  work,  which  has  gained 
world-wide  interest  since  his  synthesis  of 
diamond  in  1954,  has  also  included 
discoveries  and  inventions  in  materials 
science,  geology,  solid-state  physics, 
chemical  synthesis  and  engineering. 

RAYMOND  E.  BECKHAM,  Associate 
Professor  of  communications,  is  the  former 
Director  of  Development  for  BYU.  While 
serving  in  this  position  from  1964-1969  he 
supervised  the  fund  raising  of  $25,000,000 
in  four  years,  the  most  money  ever  raised 
by  any  university  in  a new  development 
program.  He  also  supervised  the  planning 
and  financing  of  the  Aspen  Grove  Family 
Camp  and  the  BYU  Alumni  House  while 
serving  as  Executive  Director  of  the  BYU 
Alumni  Association,  1954-1964. 

DR.  J.  ELLIOT  CAMERON  is  Dean  of 
Students  at  BYU.  A Regional 
Representative  of  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve,  Dr.  Cameron  has  been  active  in 
Utah  education  for  many  years.

Merry-go-round

Editor; 

In  Thursday's  Universe  there  was  an 
excellent  review  of  the  Utah 
Symphony's  "Homage  to  Erik  Satie." 
However,  the  title  of  the  article  seemed 
odd  to  me:  " 'Revival  of  Interest'  in 
Satie?"  It  seems  to  me  that  there 
definitely  has  already  been  a revival  of 
interest  in  this  composer.  Last  year,  in 
San  Francisco,  the  record  which 
received  probably  the  most  attention 
all  year,  was  called  "The  Velvet 
Gentleman,”  It  was  an  album  of 
Satie'  music  in  orchestral 
arrangements.  There  has  also  been, 
within  the  past  several  years  a three 
record  set  of  Satie's  complete  piano 
music  recorded.  To  cite  another 
example  which  everyone  is  familiar 
with.  Blood,  Sweat,  and  Tears,  on  the 
same  album  as  "Spinning  Wheel,"  have 
an  instrumental  version  of  Satie's 
"Gymnopedies"  under  the  title  of 
"Variations  on  a Theme  by  Erik 
Satie."  It's  the  first  piece  on  the 
album,  and  is  a very  tasteful 
arrangement.  While  the  author  of  the 
review  has  done  an  admirable  job  of 
research  on  the  composer,  he  is  behind 
the  times  as  far  as  interest  in  the 
composer  goes. 

He  is  hardly  to  blame.  I doubt  that 
either  the  piano  works  or  "The  Velvet 
Gentleman"  are  available  in  Provo. 
Unfortunately,  we  live  in  a town  where 
we  have  neither  a place  to  buy 
recordings  of  classical  music  nor  a 
bookstore  of  serious  intellectual 
pretentions.  Or  perhaps  the  records 
and  books  are  there,  buried  behind 
Lettermen  albums  and  Jacqueline 
Susann,  and  we  just  don't  bother  to 
find  out  what  is  there  and  encourage 
the  development  of  such  stores.  Aren't 
we  supposed  to  be  striving  for 
excellence?

him  to  free  the  convicted  murderer 
Barabas.  The  Book  of  Mormon 
strongly  testifies  of  the  wickedness  of 
those  Jews. 

Under  quite  different  circumstances 
today  we  hear  our  own  nation  urging 
President  Nixon  to  free  another 
convicted  murderer— Lt.  William 
Galley. 

Some  of  Lt.  Galley's  supporters 
claim  that  he  is  a scapegoat.  However, 
as  William  F.  Buckley,  Jr.  pointed  out 
in  a recent  editorial, "a  scapegoat  is  an 
innocent  who  is  singled  out  to  receive 
the  punishment  that  should  properly 
be  visited  elsewhere.  Galley's  situation 
is  not  such."  Mr.  Buckley  then  goes  on 
to  explain  why. 

First,  the  trial  proved  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt  that  Galley  actually 
did  kill  22  people  who  didn't  need  to 
be  killed.  One  might  argue  that 
enemies  are  indistinguishable  from 
allies  in  Vietnam.  Let  it  not  be 
forgotten  that  those  preople  were  in 
effect  Galley's  prisoners,  and  we  don't 
normally  kill  our  prisoners  whether 
they  be  enemies  or  allies. 

Second,  Lt.  Galley's  superior  officers 
are  being  tried  by  the  processes  of 
military  law.  After  the  courts  martial 
are  over  we  will  be  able  to  evaluate 
how  far  the  army  is  willing  to  go  in  its 
prosecution.  As  of  now  we  know  that 
charges  have  been  brought  against  the 
major  and  the  colonel  who  were 
Galley's  superior  officers. 

Third,  the  argument  that  "it's  being 
done  all  over  Vietnam  so  why 
prosecute  Galley"  has  been  used  in 
Galley's  defense.  When  1 was  a little 
boy  my  arguments  that  "everyone  else 
was  doing  it"  never  convinced  my 
parents  they  shouldn't  punish  me.  It  is 
obvious  that  a lot  of  people  break 
speeding  laws  and  don't  get  caught,  but 
those  who  do  get  caught  are  punished. 

At  this  particular  time  of  year,  I 
cannot  help  wondering  what  we  would 
be  sacrificing  if  we  freed  Lt.  Galley. 
Justice  would  surely  be  undone  for  the 
sake  of  mercy.

Suspicion  continues 
on  Nixon’s  war  policy

Goodbye  to  John— campaign  calll

WASHINGTON  - Attorney 
General  John  Mitchell  plans  to 
step  down  from  the  cabinet, 
probably  in  the  fall,  to  take 
charge  of  President  Nixon’s  1972 
campaign. 

Intimates  say  Mitchell  will 
return  to  his  former  law  firm, 
Mudge,  Rose,  Guthrie  and 
Alexander,  with  offices  at  1701 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  across  the 
street  from  the  White  House  until 
the  President  is  ready  to  announce 
his  candidacy. 

Another  key  member  of  the 
President’s  political  team,  Murray 
Chotiner,  has  already  left  the 
White  House  to  take  up  offices  at 
1701  Pennsylvania  Avenue  with 
the  Reeves  and  Harrison  law  firm 
one  floor  directly  above  the 
Mudge,  Rose  offices. 

Mitchell  will  run  the  campaign 
from  behind  the  scenes,  say 
intimates,  with  authority  over 
Sen.  Robert  Dole,  R-Kan.,  the 
Republican  National  Chairman. 

The  Attorney  General,  who  is 
beginning  to  enjoy  the 
accoutrements  of  high  office,  is 
reluctant  to  leave  the  cabinet.  He 
has  discussed  the  possibility  of 
keeping  his  position  and  running 
the  campaign  out  of  the  Justice 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - President  Nixon,  having  publicly  staked  his 
political  life  on  ending  “American  involvement”  in  the  Vietnam  War, 
must  wonder  why  there  continues  to  be  so  much  criticism  of  his  policy 
and  suspicion  regarding  his  intentions. 

He  has  reduced  U.S.  ground  forces  in  Vietnam  from  545,000  to 

280.000  in  less  than  two  years  and  pledged  to  bring  out  another 

100.000  by  Dec.  1.  Why  then,  he  must  wonder,  do  so  many  in  Congress 
and  elsewhere  criticize  the  pace  of  the  disengagement  and  doubt  his 
promise  to  complete  it? 

Answering  such  questions  is  supposed  to  be  one  of  the  functions  of 
the  new  “consultant”  the  President  is  hiring,  John  Scali  of  the 
American  Broadcasting  Co.  An  able  and  aggressive  and  sometimes 
abrasive  diplomatic  correspondent,  Scali  would  appear  to  be  well 
qualified  to  give  the  President  a more  candid  assessment  than  that 
provided  by  advisors  with  a vested  interest  in  one  aspect  or  another  of 
the  current  strategy. 

A rereading  of  the  President’s  April  7 television  report  to  the  nation 
suggests  some  points  on  which  clarification  might  be  useful. 

One  of  the  “grey  areas”  involved  the  matter  of  just  what  constitutes 
“American  involvement”  in  Vietnam  which  the  President  says  “is 
coming  to  an  end.”  His  statement  that  “you  should  hold  me 
accountable  if  I fail,”  implies  that  the  end  of  “involvement”  will  come 
by  November,  1972. 

However,  this  is  promised  within  the  context  of  a discussion  which 
apparently  covers  only  ground  forces  since  nothing  is  said  in  the  speech 
about  ending  U.S.  air  support. 

Nixon’s  flat  statement  that  results  of  the  Laotion  operation  made  it 
possible  for  him  to  say  that  “Vietnamization  has  succeeded”  obviously 
applies  only  to  ground  forces,  since  all  the  air  support  in  the  Laotian 
invasion  was  supplied  by  the  United  States. 

Pentagon  and  State  Department  officials  have  said  it  will  be  necessary 
for  U.S.  war  planes  based  on  Guam,  in  Thailand  and  on  carriers  in  the 
South  China  Sea  to  continue  their  support  of  Saigon’s  troops  for  some 
time  after  American  ground  forces  have  withdrawn. 

If  this  is  the  case,  and  it  appears  to  be,  the  President’s  new  consultant 
might  suggest  the  wisdom  of  preparing  the  American  public  and 
Congress  on  this  point.  Otherwise,  the  backlash  could  be  politically 
devastating  when  the  full  plan  is  revealed.

The  war  continues  against  war

The  “Moratorium”  in  October 
of  1969  did  not  signify  an 
immediate  end  to  the  Vietnam 
conflict  nor  a conclusion  to  the 
massive  demonstrations  in 
Washington  against  the  war.  And 
d espite  continual  withdrawal  of 
American  troops  by  President 
Nixon,  the  New  Left  perpetuates 
militant  anti-war  movements  on  a 
national  level  and  especially 
among  students.  They  are  able  to 
fan  the  flames  of  anti-war 
sentiments  by  frequent  references 
to  further  U.S.  involvement  in 
Cambodia  and  Laos,  the 'refusal 
by  Nixon  to  set  a specific  date  to 
end  America’s  direct  participation 
in  Indochina,  and  the  deaths  of 
students  at  Kent  and  Jackson 
State.  In  a recent  bulletin,  the 
leftist'  “National  Peace  Action 
Coalition”  absurdly  warns  that 
“Nixon  is  considering  a nuclear 
attack  on  Indochina.” 

The  present  anti-war  movement 
by  the  New  Left  covers  several 
weeks  of  confrontation  'and 
involves  an  increasing  range  of 
participants.  The  Student 
Mobilization  Committee  in  late 
March  urged  “college,  high  school, 
junior  high  and  elementary  school 
students”  in  San  Francisco  to 
participate  in  a march  on  April  24 
for  the  immediate  withdrawal  of 
all  U.S.  troops  from  Southeast 
Asia. 

In  conjunction  with  this  march, 
several  anti-war  coalitions  have 
organized  a “Spring  Offensive” 
against  the  Federal  government 
with  the  intent  that  “If  the 
government  won’t  stop  the  war, 
we’ll  stop  the  government.” 
Interestingly  enough,  the 
organizers  emphasize  that  “It  is 
important . . . that  we  overcome 
the  effects  of  sexism  and  racism 
within  our  movement.  Our 
leadership  should  include  men, 
women  and  gays.” 

The  movement  supposedly 
began  April  4 with  a long  march 
to-  Washington  by  “people  with 
the  deepest  grievances  against  the 
sheer  human  waste  of  Vietnam” 
from  various  parts  of  the  country.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Nixon  administration  announced 
a $ 1 million  experimental 
program  yesterday  to  try  to  help 
some  of  the  350,000  unemployed 
Vietnam  veterans  in  America  find 
jobs  by  making  fuller  use  of  the 
GI  bill  and  other  benefits  available 
to  them. 

President  Nixon  ordered 
officials  to  make  the  ghettos  and 


slums  the  first  target  of  the 
project,  saying  the  veterans  living 
there  “deserve  an  edge.” 

The  14-month  project  will  be 
conducted  in  10  cities  and  states. 
Los  Angeles,  Detroit,  Cleveland, 
Chicago,  and  Indianapolis  have 
been  chosen  to  take  part  in  the 
project,  and  the  others  will  be 
announced  later. 

Nixon  said  in  a statement  that 
unemployment  among  Vietnam 


veterans  is  “significantly  greater” 
than  among  others  in  the  same  age 
bracket. 

Administration  officials  said 
there  are  about  350,000 
unemployed  Vietnam  veterans,  an 
unemployment  rate  of  1 2 per  cent 
for  them  compared  to  nine  per 
cent  for  others  in  the  20-29  age 
bracket. 

Nixon  said  many  veterans  who 
could  profit  from  veterans 


Legless  Marine  faces  court-martial 


PHILADELPHIA  (UPI)  - 
Marine  Lance  Cpl.  Charles 
Stewart,  19,  a native  of 
Connellsville,  Pa.,  and  a double 
amputee  wounded  in  Vietnam, 
faces  a special  court-martial  for 
allegedly  striking  a nurse. 

Authorities  at  the  U.S.  Naval 
Hospital  here  said  charges  against 
Stewart  stem  from  incidents 
dating  back  to  last  Feb.  9 when  a 


nurse,  Lt.  Cmdr.  Rosemary 
Geraghty,  was  preparing  him  for 
surgery. 

The  Navy  said  Stewart,  who  lost 
both  his  legs  when  a mortar  shell 
exploded,  went  wild,  struck  the 
nurse  in  the  eye  and  began 
cursing. 

Stewart,  who  says  he  has 
nightmares  in  which  he  is 
imprisoned  in  North  Vietnam, 


remembers  he  was  “real  uptight, 
scared.” 

The  Navy  also  accused  Stewart 
of  having  a bottle  of  whiskey 
hidden  in  the  amputee  ward  and 
when  a master  at  arms  took  it 
from  him  he  again  used  “improper 
and  vile  language.” 

Capt.  L.  T.  Brown,  commanding 
officer  of  the  hospital,  said  “I  can 
assure  you  we’ve  charged  this  man 
with  a long  string  of  offenses.”

Doctor  sells 
soul  for  youth 
at  Y April  21 

The  season’s  final  production  of 
the  BYU  Opera  Theater, 
Gounod’s  “Faust,”  will  open  next 
week  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall. 
Tickets  are  available  at  50  cents 
for  students  for  the  four 
performances,  April  21-24. 

Gounod’s  classic  four-act  opera, 
based  on  Part  I of  Goethe’s  drama 
“Faust,”  received  its  first 
performance  in  Paris  in  1859,  but 
it  was  not  until  ten  years  later 
that  it  became  established  in  its 
present  high  esteem  and 
popularity. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  performed 
opera  of  all  time,  and  was  chosen 
to  open  the  newly  formed 
Metropolitan  Opera  Company  in 
1 883.  In  addition  to  the 
overpowering  drama,  the  work  is 
characterized  by  beautiful 
melodies,  rousing  choruses, 
mocking  and  satirical  tunes,  and 
lively  dances. 

The  story  of  “Faust”  is  that  of 
a man  despondent  in  his  old  age, 
tempted  by  the  lure  of  youth  and 
young  romance  to  sign  a pact  with 
the  devil,  or  Mephistopheles. 
Superimposed  upon  the  tragedy 
of  Dr.  Faust,  who  is  finally 
dragged  down  to  Hell,  is  the 
eventual  triumph  Marguerite,  who 
•overcomes  her  passion  for  him 
and  the  temptation  to  follow 
Faust  to  destruction. 

Goethe  was  not  the  only 
dramatist  fascinated  with  the  tale. 
Almost  as  famous  is  the  play  “Dr. 
Faustus”  by  Christopher  Marlowe, 
and  some  30  others  tried  their 
hand  at  writing  a play  on  the 
theme.

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Ping  pong 
players 
talk  politics 

in  Peking 


PEKING  (UPI)  - A group  of 
American  table  tennis  players 
traveling  in  the  People’s  Republic 
of  China  visited  a university 
yesterday  and  for  the  first  time 
broached  the  subject  of  politics 
with  their  Chinese  hosts. 

The  Americans  appeared  to  be 
most  interested  in  the  fate  of  Liu 
Shao-chi,  former  president  of  the 
^republic,  and  in  the  future  of  the 
national  legislative  assembly. 

Liu  was  dismissed  in  1968 
during  the  Cultural  Revolution. 

The  discussion  arose  while  the 
1 5 Americans,  seven  of  them 
players  on  the  U.S.  table  tennis 
team,  sat  around  a table  chatting 
with  students  and  professors 
during  a five-hour  visit  to 
Chinghau  Technical  University  in 
Peking. 

One  American  inquired  about 
the  fate  of  Liu  and  another  asked 
when  the  National  Assembly  will 
open. 

“His  thought  is  dead,  but  he  is 


alive,”  said  Chih  Chwun,  37,  a 
member  of  the  university’s 
Revolutionary  Committee,  in 
response  to  the  inquiry  about  Liu. 

“What  we  criticize  are  his 
revisionist  ideas.  He  must  get 
some  re-education.  All  this  , is 
common  knowledge  in  China.” 

The  deadline  for  convening  the 
National  Assembly  has  passed 
and,  in  response  to  a question 
about  when  it  will  open,  another 
student  replied:  “When  the  time  is 
ripe.” 

Among  the  faculty  members 
who  accompanied  the  Americans 
on  the  university  tour  was  Prof. 
Chen  Wei-chang,  who  worked  in 
the  jet  propulsion  laboratory  at 
the  California  Institute  of 
Technology  in  Pasadena  from 
1941  until  1946  before  returning 
to  China.  The  Americans  chatted 
with  a number  of  other  teachers, 
all  in  their  50’s  and  60’s,  who  also 
studied  in  the  United  States. 

Students  and  teachers  also 


joined  the  Americans  at  a 
luncheon  of  sweet  and  sour  carp, 
meat  dumplings,  rice,  fried  prawn, 
pork  and  vegetables. 

After  the  meal,  Graham  B. 
Steenhoven  of  Detroit,  president 
of  the  American  Table  Tennis 
Association,  rose  and  toasted  the 
growing  “friendly  relations” 
between  the  Americans  and  the 
Chinese.  The  Americans  then 
stood  and  applauded  their  hosts. 

During  the  visit  to  the 


university,  the  Americans  also  saw 
a truck  manufacturing  plant  and 
Steenhoven  drove  one  of  the 
vehicles  for  a brief  time.  They  also 
stopped  in  two  gymnasiums.

Lacrosse  is  already  played  by 
several  Western  Athletic 
Conference  schools.  Today’s  meet 
will  mark  the  inauguration  of 
lacrosse  to  BYU’s  repertoire  of 
spring  sports. 

Lacrosse  was  originally  designed 
by  the  North  American  Indians 
for  athletic  competition. 

The  element  of  stamina  involves 
lacrosse  players,  much  like  two 
other  sports— football  and  hockey. 

The  game  is  a combination  of 
four  sports.  It  encompasses  the 
defense  and  a portion  of  hockey’s 
playing  rules,  the  ball  control  and 
dribbling  of  soccer,  the  grace  and 
finesse  of  basketball  and  the 
ultimate  contact  of  football. 

In  lacrosse  the  object  is  to  score 
a goal  by  carrying,  passing  or 
kicking  the  ball  into  the 


opponents  goal— good  for  one 
point. 


The  game  is  played  on  a 1 10  by 
60  yard  field,  simiiiar  to  a football 
field  with  a six  by  six  foot  goal  1 5 
yards  in  from  the  end  field  line. 


Lacrosse  hasn’t  really  found  a 
home  yet  in  the  West.  However, 
Eastern  U.S.  has  already 
recognized  it  as  a major 
competitive  sport.
